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INTRODUCTION 

The object of this investigation is to gain from a study of the 
Latin inscriptions additional information in regard to the use and 
meaning of two groups of words : terms of endearment and names of 
family relationship. In the former group are included all adjectives 
expressive of personal afifection or regard, e. g., carissimus, optimus, 
and piissimus. In the second group are included (i) words ex- 
pressing the relations which exist within the close family group 
(familia in the narrower sense), and (2) words indicating certain 
relations existing outside the family, but within the household 
(familia in the broader sense). 

It may seem at first glance that there is slight connection exist- 
ing between these two groups of words, but when one considers 
that in sepulchral inscriptions terms of endearment are applied 
almost exclusively to members of the family and that, on the other 
hand, names of relationship appear usually with at least one endear- 
ing epithet, it is seen that the two groups form a convenient and 
logical unit for study. 

The sixth volume of the Latin Corpus has been chosen as the 
field for investigation because, in the first place, it contains so large 
a number of inscriptions (over 35000) that generalizations based on 
a study of them will have weight ; secondly, because, owing to the 
fact that an index is yet lacking, this great mass of inscriptions is 
quite inaccessible to the casual investigator; and, finally, because 
these inscriptions, coming as they do from the city of Rome, will, 
on account of their comparative freedom from dialectal peculiari- 
ties, be a more valuable commentary on usage in literature than 
would inscriptions from the provinces or other sections of Italy. 

Only a very small percentage of the inscriptions can be dated. 
Hence any systematic attempt to trace in detail the development of 
usage or meaning would be extremely difficult, if not quite impos- 
sible. It would, indeed, be very desirable to ascertain with definite- 
ness the period in which a particular term of endearment had vogue, 
and the stages by which another epithet supplanted it in popular 
favor ; to determine the period during which a given name of rela- 
tionship had a certain meaning, and the approximate date at which

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it developed a slightly different meaning. But it is not the object 
of this dissertation to make such an attempt. In only a few cases, 
in which a word exhibits a striking shift of meaning, has the prob- 
able course of development been traced out. The results obtained 
are, therefore, as it were, composites of usage or meaning from the 
second century B. C. to the middle of the sixth century A. D. 

My method of work has been as follows : All inscriptions con- 
taining each word have been collected and compared and the results 
reduced as far as possible to statistical form. These statistics for 
the various words have then been compared and the results of the 
comparison set forth in compact form. The completeness with 
which references are given depends first on the frequency of a 
word's occurrence. Obviously to cite all inscriptions in which 
carissimus or dulcissimus occurs (each is found over 1500 times) 
would be quite useless. My plan, therefore, has been to quote a 
few inscriptions in which such a word appears in its ordinary mean- 
ing and then to illustrate by citations all unusual forms or meanings. 
On the other hand, in the case of rarer words (that is, words found 
less than 15 times) full references are usually given. Another con- 
sideration which has influenced me in determining the number of 
references which should be given under a particular word, has been 
the interest which the word has for us. For instance, I have given 
references to every inscription in which tata or mamma is found, 
although each occurs far oftener than 15 times, because these words, 
are not frequent in literature and much is still to be learned in 
regard to them. Quotations have been made rather freely since the 
Corpus may not be readily accessible to some who may have occasion 
to consult this thesis. 

In quoting from an inscription, it has not seemed needful to 
indicate omissions save when such omissions fall within the limits of 
the portion quoted. In such cases, the usual sign of omission, . . . , 
is used. The sign [ . . . ] denotes a break in the stone. Restora- 
tions accepted by the editors which seem reasonably sure are not 
indicated. Where the words appear on the stone, however, I give 
them as they stand regardless of errors in spelling or syntax. 



CHAPTER I. 

TERMS OF ENDEARMENT. 

In this chapter all adjectives expressing regard or love' are 
considered. Those which are found over 20 times are treated sep- 
arately in the order of their frequency. Those occurring less than 
20 times are collected into one section at the end of this chapter and 
are arranged in alphabetical order. 

Merens and Meritus. 

These two participles of mereo occur on the stones with such 
extreme frequency that is has not seemed advisable to collect the 
instances of their use and work out complete statistics" as has been 
done in all other cases. In order, however, to get a basis for form- 
ing our estimate as to the number of times they occur in volume VI, 
two groups if inscriptions (13000-14000 and 28000-29000') have 
been examined. In the 2000 inscriptions the two words, alone and 
in phrases, appear 474 times. We may say with safety then, I 
think, that in the 3600 inscriptions of the volume, they occur 8000 
times or 5 times as often as carissimus which stands second in point 
of frequency. The two words and the phrases in which they appear 
are: 

merens: Infrequent. It occurs 20 times in the first 15000 inscriptions, 
e. g., 6604 conserve suo merenti, 14247 maritae s. mer., 14252 filiae suae fee. 
me. merentissimus : Rare. e. g., 9533 fratri. . .merentissimo. bene 
merens (or benemerens). Very frequent. It occurs 461 times in the 2000 
inscriptions examined. In about Ve of the instances it is written as one word. 
The following is a fairly complete list of the forms in which the phrase 
appears: (i) Spelling (dat. sing.): benae merenti 13419 — ^baenae merenti 
1387s — vene merenti 10708 — ^benemereti 13714 — ^bene merinte 28448 — ^bene 
merite 28503 — ^bene menrenti 28261.

^ Titles of honor (vir clarissimus, vir egregius, vir eminentissimus, vir inlustris, vir per- 
fectissimus, vir spectabllis), epithets applied to the gods (Jupiter optimus et maximus and 
the like), and laudatory epithets bestowed on members of the imperial' family (fortissimus, 
felicissimus, nobilissimus, etc.), hare been left out of accoimt since they do not express the 
personal regard or appreciation felt by one individual for another.

The abbreviation given last is by far the most frequent. In the first 3500 
inscriptions bene merens is found 623 times. In 231 cases or Vs of the total, 
it appears in the form b. m. benemerentissimus (3) ■' 13023 coiugi bene- 
raerentissimae, 14322, 19028. de se bene merens: Found 31 times in the 
first 15000 inscriptions.

Carissimus. 

This adjective is found 1713 times, that is, on an average, in one 
out of every 21 inscriptions.

We have seen that in the 1713 times that carissimus appears, initial k is 
found 645 times, that is in but a little over a third of the cases. But k as an 
abbreviation for carissimus occurs 11 times, c as an abbreviation, but once. 
The indices of the other volumes show but one other c. for carissimus (X 
3148) and the editors are in some doubt regarding it in that case. The 
extreme infrequency of c. as an abbreviation may be explained by the fact the 
sound of c before a was recognized by the Romans as differing slightly in 
quality from the sound of c before e and i (Seelman, Aussprache d. Latein,

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p. 341; Sommer, Hand. d. lat. Laut. u. Formenlehre, p. 31). In early times, 
the k had been used to represent this sound before a and the feeling that 
there was a propriety in using k before a persisted. The k must have sug- 
gested to the reader of the inscription a following a and so have given a clue 
to the word. Note the use of ca. once (of. also IX. 2088). It would be the 
practical equivalent of k. Perhaps, too, the frequency of c. for clarissimus 
in later times was an additional reason for the rejection of c. for carissimus.

Carissimus is joined with one other adjective 105 times. 84 
times it stands first. 

The prevalence of the order carissimus, pientissimus and caris- 
simus, piissimus is particularly noticeable. With optimus, on the 
other hand, the order is in every case optimus, carissimus. 
3. Meaning. 

In attempting to determine the meaning of a term of endearment, 
it is necessary first of all to ascertain the relationship of those of 
whom it is used. To this end, I have classified the persons to whom 
carissimus is applied, first, on the basis of their rank in relation to 
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the person applying the epithet, and, secondly, on the basis of their 
relationship to the person applying it. I have also determined as 
nearly as possible the average age of those included in each category, 
taking the cases where the age is definitely stated, or where it can be 
determined with some accuracy, as when the length of married life 
is recorded. The results are as follows :

Carissimus is used with the various names of relationship 1644 
times. If no preferences were shown it would be applied to parents 
181 times; to master or patron 49 times; to brother or sister 99 
times ; to husband or wife 591 times ; to friends, fellow-slaves, or 
fellow- freedmen 66 times ; to children 592 times ; to slaves or freed- 
men 66 times. By comparing the table on page 49, we see that 
strong preferences were shown. Actual frequency of occurrence 
compared with the normal is as follows : with parents i :3 ; with 
master or patron 1:5; with brother or sister 7:10; with husband of 
wife 5 :3 ; with children 3 :5 ; with slave or freedman 4 13. Clearly, 
then, carissimus is the term chosen to express the affection of hus- 
band for wife and wife for husband. The frequency of its use with 
such words as conservus, conserva, collibertus, colliberta, and with 
libertus and liberta is to be explained no doubt by the fact that in 
very many cases persons so designated really stood in the relation 
of husband or wife. 



^ The number in parentheses indicates the number of occurrences of the adjective with the 
substantive in question; the number not in parentheses indicates the average age of the persons 
in the category. A dash shows that the age is not recorded in any case. 
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The average age of the son to whom the epithet carissimus is 
applied is iif years, the average age of the daughter gf. These 
averages are some 2 3'ears higher than with dulcissimus, some 4 
3'ears lower than with pientissimus." The explanation of this is 
not far to seek. Since, as we have seen, carissimus is used most 
freely of adults, it would quite naturally be more often applied to 
grown sons and daughters than dulcissimus which, as we shall see, 
is used particularly of children. On the other hand, carissimus, Hke 
dulcissimus, is of very wide application and could be used properly 
of the youngest infant while piissimus and pientissimus imply that 
the person to whom they are applied possesses pietas and therefore 
could not be rightly used of very young children.

Dulcissimus. 

Dulcissimus stands third in point of frequency, occurring 1634 
times. 

" These averages are worked out from a large number of cases since in nearly every 
instance the age of a son or daughter is stated. Hence they are undoubtedly significant.

Dulcissimus is used with the various names of relationship 1571 
times. If no preferences were shown, it would be applied to parents 
173 times, to master or patron 47 times, to brother or sister 94 times ; 
to husband or wife 565 times, to friends, fellow-slaves, or fellow- 
f reedmen 64 times ; to children 566 times ; to slaves or f reedmen 62 
times. But by comparing the table at end of this chapter we again 
see, as in the case of carissimus, that strong preferences are shown. 
Actual frequency of occurrence compared with the normal is as 
follows : with parents 6 7 ; with master or patron i -.4 ; with brother 
or sister 15:23; with husband or wife 12:24; with friends, fellow- 
slaves, or fellow- freedmen 1:5; with children 208:113; with slaves 
or freedmen 5 :6. Evidently dulcissimus was the term applied to 
children. The average age of the son to whom the epithet is applied

is 9 years ; the average age of the daughter, 8 years ; the average age 
of the alumnus and the alumna is also 9 years and 8 years respectively. 
These averages are about 2 years lower than with carissimus, 6 
years lower than with piisimus, pientissimus and incomparabilis, and 
7 years lower than with optimus. The age Qf the filius dulcissimus 
is recorded 448 times. Only 62 times is it over 17 years. 195 times 
is it 5 years or under. The age of the filia dulcissima is recorded 
229 times. Only 38 times is it over 15 years; 87 times it is 5 years 
or under. Infans is found with a term of endearment 26 times. In 
19 cases that term of endearment is dulcissimus. Everything points 
to the conclusion that dulcissimus is the particular epithet not only 
of children but of younger children.

The meaning of pientissimus and of piissimus is treated here in 
one paragraph since their identity in meaning is apparent from these 
facts. In the first place, they are never used side by side as modi- 
fiers of a substantive. Again, in 29639 we find the phrase pientis- 
simorum piissimo which seems to be the same sort of a phrase as the 
English "bravest of the brave" and therefore equal to pientissimorum 
pientissimo or piissimorum piissimo. Finally and most convincing, 
the preferences shown in the application of the two words are in 
every case the same, as may be seen from the following comparison 
of the actual frequency of application to the persons in the various 
categories, with normal frequency of application. With parents:

Regarding pientissimus and piissimus then as really different 
forms of the same word, let us consider the meaning. They occur 
with nouns of relationship 1525 times. If no preferences were ex- 
hibited, they would be found applied to parents 167 times ; to master 
or patron 46 times ; to brother or sister 92 times ; to friend, fellow- 
slave or fellow-freedman 61 times ; to children 549 times ; to slaves 
or freedmen 61 times. Actual number of occurrences compared 
with the normal is: with parents 11 :5; with master or patron 3:11 ; 
with brother or sister 7 :4 : with husband or wife i :3 ; with friend, 
fellow-slave or fellow-freedman 5:12; with children 18:14; with 
slave or freedman 2:5. It is sufficiently evident that these two 
terms were applied most freely to the small circle of dose blood kin. 
The articles on pius in the lexicons lay most stress on its meaning, 
dutiful to one's parents. For example, the statement in Forcellini, 
pius proprie dicitur qui parentes, maiores, sanguine coniunctos, 
amicos, patriam amat colit, fovet iisque obsequitur et inservit, would 
hardly give the reader the proper conception of its use as revealed 
by the sepulchral inscriptions namely : that pius piissimus and pientis- 
simus are used much more often to express the tender love of parent 
for child than the dutiful love of child for parent. It is used oftener 
of the love of sister for brother or brother for sister than of child 
for parent. The average age of the filius piissimus is 15 years, of 
the filius pientissimus iS*/,,, of the filia piissima 14 years, of the filia 
pientissima 13^/2- These averages are 4 years higher than with 
carissimus, 6 3'ears higher than with dulcissimus. This higher aver- 
age age is natural considering the fact that piissimus or pientissimus 
could not properly be applied to a child not yet capable of possessing 
pietas. However they were in some cases used improperly of very 
young children. The parent's eye is keen to detect the first evi- 
dences of developing virtues in his child, but it seems that a child of 
4 years or under could not with strict propriety be called piissimus.

If no 
preferences were shown, it would be used with parents 73 times ; 
with master or patron 20 times; with brother or sister 39 times; 
with husband or wife 239 times ; with friends, fellow-slave, or fellow- 
freedman 27 times ; with children 239 times ; with slave or freedman 
26 times. Comparing the table at the end of the chapter, we see 
that the actual frequency of occurrence is to the normal as follows : 
with parent 6:5 ; with master or patron 18:5 ; with brother or sister 
1:2; with husband or wife 14:13; with friend, fellow-slave, etc., 
II :2; with children i :6; with slave or freedman 16:13. Optimus is 
a general term of commendation and properly implies that the per- 
son of whom it is used has faithfully fulfilled his obligations to the

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person applying it. It does not imply any strong bond of affection 
between the two. Naturally, therefore, it is the term most often 
applied by friend to friend, by freedman to patron, by slave to mas- 
ter, by patron to freedman and by master to slave. It is used of a 
friend more often than all other epithets combined and of a master 
or patron nearly as often as all others together. It is also used, quite 
freely of a parent and of a wife or husband. When so used it, no 
doubt, emphasized the respect and esteem felt for the dead rather 
than the affection. It is used very rarely of children. The average 
age of the filius optimus is 15, of the filia optima 17. The cases are 
so few, however, that these averages do not have the significance of 
those obtained with dulcissimus, carissimus, pientissimus and piis- 
simus.

Incomparabilis is used with names of relationship 263 times. If 
no preferences were shown, it would appear with parents 29 times ; 
with master or patron 8 times; with brother or sister 16 times; with 
husband or wife 94 times ; with friend, fellow-slave , or fellow-f reed- 
man II times; with children 95 times; with slave or freedman 10 
times. By comparing the table we see that with husband or wife it 
is used over twice as often as it should be normally, and with friends, 
etc., nearly 2^ times as often. In none of the other categories is it 
used more than ^ as often as it should be normally. 

Incomparabilis, like optimus, is a term of esteem rather than 
endearment. It does not imply affection necessarily as does caris- 
simus or dulcissimus. In such an inscription as 9077 coniugi karis-

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Statistical Table. 

In order to present in as compact a form as possible the general results 
of my investigation as to the frequency and application of the adjectives of 
endearment, I append the following table. A few words of explanation are 
perhaps necessary. The totals given in the column at the right side of the 
page indicate the number of times each adjective appears with a word express- 
ing relationship. , These totals do not include the cases in which the adjective 
is used as a noun nor those in which the relationship of the person to whom it 
is applied cannot be determined. The totals at the foot of the page indicate 
the number of times an endearing adjective is applied to each group of per- 
sons. The sum of the totals at the side of the page equals the sum of the 
totals at the foot of the page. This general total, the number of times a 
term of endearment and a word indicating relationship appear together, is 
68io.=° 

From the data given in this table, we are able to determine the normal 
frequency of application of any given term of endearment to any given group 
of persons. For instance, carissimus occurs 1644 times with a word indicating 
relationship. Now 1644 is 24 per cent, of the number of times all endearing 
terms are used with words indicating relationship. Hence, since a term of 
endearment is appHed to the parents 824 times, carissimus should "normally" 
be applied to the parents 24 per cent, of 824 times, or 198 times. By this 
means it has been possible to ascertain with accuracy the preferences shown 
in the use of the various terms of endearment.

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Discussion of the Terms of Endearment Applied by the Author of the 
Inscription to Himself. 

The adjectives to be considered under this head fall into two groups. 
The first group, containing words of active meaning, presents no difficulty. 
It is quite natural that the person setting up the stone should, being conscious 
of duty fulfilled, style himself piissimus as in 18008 filio dulcissimo. . .pater 
piissimus, or pientissimus as in 8108 Veturiae Eutychiae matri dulcis pientis- 
simae fecit M. Annius lustus fil. pientissimus. It is likewise quite natural 
that the bereaved, desirous of leaving a record of his love for the dead, should 
refer to himself as amantissimus in 35868 Midie Heliogratie. ..ego Provincius 
amantissimus tibi feci, or as indulgentissimus in 22897 parentes indulgentis- 
simi fecerunt. 

The second group, however, is more difficult to explain. It contains 
carissimus, carus, dulcissimus, incomparabilis, optimus, and bonus. Here 
again we may distinguish two sub-groups. The first three are endearing 
epithets, the last three complimentary epithets. Considering the first group 
separately, the following possible explanations presents themselves. First, 
the words carissimus and dulcissimus may have an active sense." This sup- 
position is rendered less daring when we remember that amantissimus and 
indulgentissimus have both an active and passive sense. Moreover, in 25537 
Rubria Sp. f. Donata et C. Iul[. . .] coniuges dulcissimi, we have an expression 
apparently modeled after such phrases as those found in 7420 duo fratres 
amantes and in 28650 Vettidae Parthenope et M. Antio Hermiti duobus 
amantibus. Coniuges dulcissimi could easily suffer a shift of meaning from 
"husband and wife sweet to each other" to "husband and wife mutually affec- 
tionate." The next step would then be such an expression as we find in 
14353 filio dulcissimo. . .mater dulcissima, and, finally, the full-fledged active 
form, with no trace of the reciprocal idea left, would be developed. 

A second possibility — one which, on the whole, appeals to me more 
strongly — is that the author of the inscription in applying such a term as 
carissimus or dulcissimus to himself intended it as a reminiscence of the days 
past when this expression of endearment was often on the lips of the one 
now dead. A tender pride impelled him to leave record of the fact that he 
had been so loved. Epistolary literature, to which sepulchral inscriptions are 
similar in many respects, furnish examples of such a usage. A writer of a 
letter may for, instance, subscribe himself "Your dearest son," thus applying 
to himself the endearing epithet which the recipient of the letter has been 
wont to use in addressing him. Such an inscription as 22102 in which the 
dead husband is represented as addressing the bereaved wife with the words : 
Have, casta coniunx, may be regarded as an example of this usage in a semi- 
developed stage. Cf. also 14211. 

The author's application to himself of epithets of a purely complimentary 
nature admits of the second explanation suggested for similar use of endearing 
epithets. More probably, however, it seems to me, optimus and incompar-

abilis developed a meaning similar to the meaning of praestantissimus in the 
phrase praestantissimus erga se (v. s. Praestantissimus). In this case the 
writer of the epitaph would call himself optimus or incomparabilis as naturally 
as he styled himself piissimus, the thought being that he had been "best" or 
"incomparable" in the performance of his duty as husband or son or father. 
How little self-praise such an expression might have applied is shown by 
our own English phrase "I am a good friend of his." 

Discussion of Abbreviations. 

The variety of forms taken by the abbreviations is remarkable. For 
carissimus we find k., ca., car., caris., cariss., carissi., and carissim; for 
dulcissimus d., dul., dulc, dulcis., dulciss., dulcissi., and dulcissim. So it is 
through the whole list of words. Other interesting facts are shown by the 
following statistics compiled from the 12 most frequently used superlatives: 
The forms lacking only the case ending (carissim., incomparabil., etc.), occur 
284 times. They stand at the end of the line 220 times, but are carried over 
the end and finished ip the following line only 7 times. The forms carissi., 
dulcissi., etc., occur 47 times, stand at the end of the line 35 times, but are 
carried over the end and finished in the next line but 3 times. The forms 
cariss., dulciss., etc., occur iss times, stand at the end of the line 100 times, 
but are carried over the end and finished in the next line only twice. The 
forms cariss., Sanctis., etc., occur 51 times and stand at the end of the line 
39 times, but are never carried over. The shorter forms (car., dul., dulc, 
opt., pient., etc.), occur 151 times and stand at the end of the line 62 times, 
but are never carried over. 

We see at once that the long abbreviations far outnumbers the short and 
that the cumbersome dulcissim., dulcissim., incomparabil., etc, occur most 
frequently of all. Why was so unwieldly a form used more than twice af 
often as the short and convenient car. or dulc? Our statistics give the 
answer to the question which they raise. First, on* notices that the longer 
forms of the abbreviation stand with disproportionate frequency at the end of 
the line. This suggests that, in very many cases, the quadratarius had no 
intention of using an abbreviated form, but having failed to measure his 
space accurately, found himself at the end of the line with no room for the 
last letter or two. Rather than place the final letters in the next line or place 
them above reduced in size, he usually chose to let this clipped form stand. 
The less the space into which he attempted to cut the word lacked of the requi- 
site lengrth, the more likely was he to be deceived. Hence the great nimiber of 
forms lacking but one or two letters. Again, we note that although words 
are broken at the end of a line very freely in inscriptions, in very few in- 
stances is an abbreviation so broken. In other words, when the cutter found 
that he had space enough left in the line for only caris., if he carried the word 
over at all, he did not stop with the form caris|si. or caris|sim. but wrote 
the word out in full. We may conclude, then, that no thoroughly conven- 
tionalized abbrevation existed and that the long forms carissim., carissi., etc, 
in particular were merely clipped forms whose frequency is due to no dilib- 
erate preference for them but to the exigencies of the stone-cutter's art. 



CHAPTER II. 

WORDS INDICATING FAMILY RELATIONS. 

In this second division of our treatise are considered the words 
used by the Romans to designate the persons related either by blood, 
marriage, adoption, or intimate service. The Latin words used to 
express each relationship, (e. g., father) are treated in alphabetical 
order in the section on that relationship. At the end of each section 
the endearing adjectives applied most freely to the person standing 
in that particular relation are given and the more elaborate eulogies 
and expressions of affection are also gathered together. 

The classification of relatives followed throughout Chapter I 
(cf. p. 5) is observed. The first group to be considered, therefore, 
is that of superiors. 

Superiors Related by Blood. 

A. In Direct Line. 

I. Father: A term of endearment is applied to the father 
280 times. From the table at the end of Chapter I we see that this 
number is somewhat less than 5 per cent, of the total number of 
times an endearing epithet is applied to members of the close family 
circle. This percentage would probably be but slightly changed if 
the whole body of inscriptions relating to the family were taken into 
account and we may safely say, I think, that inscriptions to the 
father constitute about 5 per cent, of the number of inscriptions in 
honor of persons related by blood, marriage, or adoption. The 
words used to express the relationship are :

" parens is used of the emperor to express his paternal relation to the people. The phrase 
princeps parensque is applied to Claudius: 2034; to Trajan: 2074; to Hadrian: 82380; to 
Antoninus Fius: 2084, 2086. It is also used in the more general sense of source: 1722 parenti 
totius humanitatis. 
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In 12464, we find the expression patri parenti in which pater is added to give 
definiteness. (Cf. pater et mater parentes: 2321 and elsewhere.) pater:" 
Very frequent. Worthy of notice is its use in contrast to filius, in the fol- 
lowing cases :*' 408 Antonii Mariani pater et filius, 3700 Ti. Ti. lulii Staphylus 
et Nymphius p. et f., 9828 duorum Marcorum luliorum Claudianorum patris 
et fili, 34839 duo Sexti. . .pater et filius.

The meaning 
of the epithet consummator is apparently "the author of my children's ex- 
istence.''

** Tata does not express any definite relationship. It may mean father or grandfather or 
nurse-attendant. In fact, it apparently may be used to designate any man who has had to 
do with a child during its early years and to whom the child has stretched its arms and 
lisped the syllables which are the same in all ages among all peoples. Hence it is often quite 
impossible to determine the meaning of tata. Since the father is mentioned in inscriptions so 
much more frequently than grandfather or nurse-attendant, there is much less chance of error 
in assuming that doubtful inscriptions refer to the father. Therefore, I have placed under 
Father not only the inscriptions which clearly refer to the father but also those which have in 
them no evidence that the person referred to is other than the father. Tata appears as a 
proper name in 4709 and in 4783. 
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2. Mother: Using the same basis for forming an estimate 
that we used in the case of the father, we may say that inscriptions 
to the mother constitute about 6 per cent, of the total number of 
inscriptions in honor of the members of the farnily group. The 
words used to express the relationship are:

** mamma, like tata, is not a definite word of relationship. It may be used to designate 
any woman who has had to do with the young child — mother, grandmother, nurse or mistress 
(domina). Therefore as in the case of tata and for the same reasons (Cf. note 44) we include 
under Mother not only the inscriptions which surely refer to the mother but also all those 
in which- there is no evidence to show in what relation the person referred to as mamma 
stands. Mamma ia used as a proper name in 20823 M. lunius Phepsi 1. Philotecnus luniae 
Mamme contibern, suae. 11397, 11487 and 36270 are so fragmentary that nothing can be made 
out as to the meaning of mamma in them. 

« In none of the inscriptions here quoted is there any proof that the mammula is the 
mother. I have placed them here because of the great probability that in some of the cases 
mammula does mean mother and in these, such may very well be the meaning. In 21910 
mammula is the pet name of a young girl: Mammulae vixit annis Xlin Marcia Hellas flliae 
piissimae posuit.

mother of Valentina whose age renders impossible the assumption that she 
was the daughter of Primigenia the coniunx 33603 ...]ypatulus Probus se 
vivo donavit soleum virginem matri sue legitimae et Q. Magrio Victorino et 
luniae Longine parentibus suis et Magrie Victorine filie eorum. The words 
matri sue legitimae et are in much smaller letters and seem to have been cut 
later than the rest of the inscription. To determine the meaning of legitimus 
here is a puzzling problem. If we assume that it equals adoptivus, we may 
think of some such situation as this: Probus sets up a stone to his father 
and mother and later at the death of the woman who has adopted him (Cf. 
Hunter's Rom. Law, p. 211) adds the words in question. But why should he 
speak of his sister as filia eorum? If, on the other hand, we assume that 
legitimus is opposed to naturalis and is used by Probus to emphasize the 
legitimacy of his birth, the epitaph would be in honor of his own mother 
whose name is not given, his father Victorinus, and his step-mother Longina. 
In this case the phrase filia eorum would be more natural. Perhaps Probus, 
the son of Victorinus by a concubine, had after the death of Longina, the 
first wife of his father, been legitimated by the marriage of his father and his 
concubine mother. This method of legitimization was possible after the time 
of Constantine (Cf. Hunter's Rom. Law, p. 201). Another possibility is that 
parentes does not mean parents here but relatives. (Cf. note 48.)

In theae inacriptions, we iind avus, 
avunculua, frater and even maritus and filius called parentes. The extension of meaning 
probably came about in this way: When the father, mother, and a grandparent were men- 
tioned on the stone (as in the case possibly in 14170), the lack of a word which would include 
the three and yet be not too broad in its meaning was keenly felt. To remedy the lack the 
meaning of parentes was broadened from parents to ancestors. This was not illogical for, in 
a sense, the grandparent, aa well aa the parent, is the author of the cliild's life. When this 
usage became firmly established, such phrases as mater et pater parentes in 2662 and patri 
parenti in 12464 became necessary for clearness since parentes and parens alone might be 
misunderstood. The second extension of meaning is harder to explain because it involves the 
losing sight of the fundamental significance of the word. But we must remember that the 
feeling for the root meaning is very weak if not altogether lacking among the common people. 
Hence when a term was Bought to designate such a group of relatives as we have in 24364 
all but one of whom are ancestors, the uneducated man did not hesitate long over using 
parents which to him, no doubt, had the meaning close relatives. After this step had been 
taken the advance to the wide meaning of relative by blood or marriage was easy and natural. 
The phrase nuptiales parentes which occurs in 26268 seems to mean the relatives who were 
members of the familia which the wife entered at her marriage in contradistinction to the 
relatives who were members of her father's familia. 

By the time of St. Jerome, the wide meaning had come to be well established among the 
common people as is seen from his remark in Rufln. 2, 2: nisi forte parentes, militari vulgari- 
que sermone, cognates et af&nes nominat. Also, like so many usages of the sermo vulgaris 
this usage has been carried into all the Romance languages. Italian, parente; French, parent- 
Spanish, parinte, and Portugese, parente: all mean a relative by blood or marriage.

Taking these 2000 inscriptions as a basis for forming our estimates, 
we may say that coniunx (m.) appears in volume VI 'about 2200 times, and 
that in 80 cases out of every 100 in which the husband is designated, coniunx 
is used. Again, to approach the question of the relative frequency of coniunx 
from a different angle, a term of endearment is applied to a husband 674 
tinjes; to coniunx (m.), 522 times. These figures indicate that in 75 cases 
out of every 100 in which the husband is designated coniunx is used. We are, 
therefore, probably safe in saying that coniunx designates husband 3 times 
as often as all other words put together.

In most of the cases, the concubine is the concubine of a freedman. 
Bithus in 2354 and Philoxenus in 4599 seem, however, to be slaves, and in a 
few instances (17170, 26556, 28431 and 33090) the man setting up the stone 
to the concubine appears to be free-born. The child of a concubine was con- 
sidered illegitimate, as is clearly shown in 28431. coniuga: 13528 Bassa 
vatis Laberi coniuga. coniuiix:"'' (coniux; frequent, e. g., 3375 — coiux.

This word is by far the most frequently used to designate the wife. In one 
group of inscriptions (13000-14000) in which the wife is spoken of 146 times, 
coniunx (f.) appears 124 times. In a second group (18000-19000), the wife 
is mentioned 151 times; coniunx (f.) is used 137 times. In a third group 
(25000-26000), the wife is mentioned 128 times; coniunx (f.) appears 102 
times. Taking these 3000 inscriptions as a basis for our estimate, we may 
say that coniunx (f.) appears in volume VI about 4600 times and that in 85 
cases out of every 100 in which the wife is designated, coniunx is used. We 
may arrive at an estimate of the relative frequency of coniunx (f.) in another 
way. An endearing epithet is applied to the wife 1721 times. An endearing 
epithet is found with coniunx (f.) 1438 times, or 85 per cent, of the total. 
The two estimates agree perfectly. Coniunx (f.) is used very freely by 
people in all walks of life, e. g., 1095 Furiae Sabiniae Tranquillinae sanctis- 
simae Augustae coniugi domini n.

This estimate as to the relative fre- 
quency of uxor is confirmed by the following consideration. An endearing 
epithet is found with uxor 204 times or about 12 per cent, of the total number 
of times an endearing epithet is applied to the wife. Uxor is used freely 
by all classes, e. g., 886 Agrippinae M. Agrippae f. divi Aug. neptis uxoris 
Germanici Caesaris, 1404 Domitiae Heracliae c. m. f. matronae et uxori, 1445 
Liciniae Crassi Frugi pontificis f.

In several instances the child is an alumnus of a libertus: 11901, 12392, 13363, 
14366, 15130, 17198, etc. In a few cases the foster-parent appears to be a 
slave : 12506, 14085, 17406, 22166a. The parents of the alumnus are mentioned 
4 times (22166a, 23589, 27297, 35501), in 3 of which instances, one or both of 
the parents join with the foster-parents in setting up the stone. In 24984, a 
mother and her son are called alumni. Probably a young mother and her 
infant son being in dire want had been received into the household and the 
term alumna was therefore given to the mother as well as alumnus to the 
son. In 15983 and in 24474, the slave alumnus is the heir of the deceased 
foster-father and master. The seven alumni of 20307 lulio Timotheo . . . 
decepto a latronibus cum alumnis n. VII were, no doubt, slaves. (2) 
Freedmen: Often the slave foundling was freed by his master. He there- 
upon usually assumed the nomen of his new patron, retaining his servile 
name as a cognomen. Frequently, too, one freedman became the alumnus of 
a fellow-freedman. Pertaining to this class of alumni are 76 inscriptions 
which may be grouped as follows : (a) Inscriptions in which the alumnus 
bears the nomen of the foster-father (38) : 1903, 2950, 3504, 5499, 5528 M.

The alumnus who bore the 
name of the foster-parent was a kinsman or had been formally adopted. The 
child mentioned in 10227 was a puer alimentarius. (Cf. 31298 and Pliny 
Paneg 25-27.) The term alumnus was, of course, applied properly only 
to dependent minors. It seems even to have been used sometimes in the 
sense of young child, e. g., 19874 filius hie situs est luli Bassus Bassienus qui 
vix. x...quem quoniam Manes ut alumnum di rapuerunt. If the name clung 
to the man of middle age it was only as 1 reminescence of boyhood. The 
age of the alumnus is stated 84 times and range from 3 months in 18904, to 
51 years in 2174. The average is slightly more than 8J years. In 39 cases 
the age is S years or less and in only 4 cases is it over 20 years. Mius 
adoptaticius (or adoptivus possibly when abbreviated form appears) (2) :
